Landmark 
500th AED at 
Bradford school 

It’s so easy to use a Automated 
External Defribrillator (AED), that 
even a kid can do it. 

In fact, three kids at Marie of the 
Incarnation Catholic School in 
Bradford demonstrated the use of 
chest compressions and an AED, on 

It was part of a special event marking 
the installation of an AED at the 
school - the 500th installed in a public 
location, in the County of Simcoe. 

On hand were representatives of the 
County of Simcoe Paramedic Service, 
Heart and Stroke Foundation, Simcoe 
County, and the Chase McEachem 
Tribute Fund. 

Chase McEachem was only 11 
years old and a Rep hockey player 
when he was diagnosed with Atrial 
Fibrillation - a condition that could 
cause his heart to beat up to 320 
times a minute. When Chase learned 
that hockey heroes Jiri Fischer and 
Mario Lemieux also suffered from 
the condition, he launched a drive 
to have AEDs located in all schools, 
arenas and other public places. The 
AED provides an electric shock that 
can restart a heart that is in fibrillation 
- saving lives. 

Sadly, Chase died in 2006 before 
his vision could become a reality, 
but the Chase McEachem Fund and 
the Heart & Stroke Foundation, in 
partnership with Paramedics and the 
Ontario Defibrillator Access Initiative 
have worked to ensure the life-saving 
devices are found in more and more 
public places across the province.

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West Park solutions 

The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury has been 
receiving complaints of speeding, and of parked cars 
creating hazardous conditions for pedestrians, on West 
Park Avenue in the vicinity of the popular Alan Kuzmich 
Park. A report came to Committee of the Whole on May 
7, recommending a number of solutions - including a 
parking ban on the east side of West Park Ave. for 75’ 
north and south of the intersection with Outlook Ave., 
and the institution of a Community Safety Zone on West 
Park from Aishford to Miller Park Ave., allowing police to 
hand out larger fines for anyone exceeding the 40 kmph 
speed limit. 

“Kuzmich Park is one of the busiest parks in the Town. 
With the addition of the splash pads, it became a mini¬ 
attraction," noted Ward Councillor Raj Sandhu. The 
recommendations meet the target of having something 
in place to address the traffic challenges “before the 
start of soccer season” in May - but, Sandhu said, “there’s 
nothing that the Town can do that can substitute parents’ 
watchfid eyes,” when it comes to keeping kids safe. 

The necessary By-laws were approved on May 21.

and CEO of Tanger Factory Oudet 
Centers Inc., was in the Town of 
Innisfil, north of Toronto on Highway 
400, to mark the launch of a major 
expansion of his company's first 
Canadian venture, Tanger Outlets 
Cookstown. 

Tanger partnered with Rio-Can to 
purchase the outlet mall in 2012, 
and now has plans for a $60 million 
expansion and make-over that will 
add approximately 152,000 sq. ft. 
of new retail space to the existing 
161,000 sq. ft. building, and 40 new 
brand-name stores. 

“Cookstown is very important. It 
is the link between Toronto and 
the cottage," said Tanger, noting 
that the project will create “well¬ 
paying jobs” for the area - over 125 
in construction, and over 400 in full 
and part-time retail sales once the 
expansion is complete. 

“The retail - they’re great jobs, with 
national companies, international 


companies... That’s job creation 
the way it should be done, by 

government subsidy.” 

He was joined at the expansion 
celebration and sod-turning by 
members of his Tanger Outlet team, 
Rio-Can President and COO Fred 
Waks, retailers and administrators 
from the Outlet Centre, 
representatives of local Chambers of 
Commerce, and local politicians. 

Innisfil Mayor Barb Baguley spoke 
of the growth and prosperity that the 
expansion will bring, and thanked 
Tanger for recognizing the strategic 
importance of her Town - “and that 
is our strategic location” just 45 
minutes north of Toronto, and within 
a short drive of 130 million North 
American customers. 

“What this expansion brings to 
the Town is so tangible, and so 
important, as an economic driver,” 
Baguley said. “Welcome to Innisfil.” 

Robert Lamb, Economic 
Development officer with the 
County of Simcoe also called the 
planned expansion a “great regional 
development news story,” and 
commended the 50-50 partnership 
between Tanger and Rio-Can. 

Frederic Waks, President and COO 
of RioCan Real Estate Investment 
Trust, noted that it was only a 
few short years ago that “a great 
American company” was looking 
for an investment opportunity 
in Canada - and the result is die 
partnership, “something that is very 
excidngforallofus.” He described 
the Cookstown oudet mall as “an 
existing property, with great, great 
potential... We’re now going to take 
it to the next level.” The expansion 
should be “ready and operating” by 
summer of 2014. 

“We wanted to make it a must-visit 
destination for shoppers,” said Steve 
Tanger. "Our goal is to create a Best 
of Class outlet shopping destination.”

that the installation of the 500th AED in the County “is a 
significant achievement for the partnership between the 
County and the Heart & Stroke Foundation,” noting that 
the new Automated External Defibrillator being installed 
at the school “could one day help save a life.” 

“This is about partnerships,” said County of Simcoe 
Paramedic Chief Andrew Robert. “This is about 
leadership in the community... We (paramedics) can’t 
always be there within 6 minutes” - but the use of CPR 
and an AED within the first six minutes of sudden 
cardiac arrest can increase the survival rate by 75%. For 
every minute of delay in defibrillation, the survival rate 
decreases by 7-10%. 

There are an estimated 40,000 cases of sudden cardiac 
arrest in Canada each year, said Andrew Lotto, Manager 
of Resuscitation with Heart & Stroke, most of which occur 
outside of a hospital setting. The survival rate is only an 
“abysmal” 6% - unless an AED can be used. 

So far, over 3,600 AEDs have been installed across the 
province, Lotto said - but the goal is to ensure that “AEDs 
are as commonplace as fire extinguishers,” to ensure that 
residents are “truly cardiac and heart safe.” 

Chase McEachem's dad John was also at Marie of the 
Incarnation School, thanking all of those who have 
stepped up and donated, “to make this possible today. 

It’s just awesome how people stepped up to make Chase’s 
dream a reality.” 

And as the students used the AED on a mannikin, Public 
Access Defibrillator (PAD) Co-ordinator for the County 
of Simcoe Paramedic Services, Kristen Ireland noted, 
“Everyone can do it. It's within reach for everyone. You 
just have to listen to the machine.”
